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SPROUL KILLS 
MOSQUITO BILL 


Govtrnor Says Measure Would 
Necessitate a Change in 
Assessment Laws. 


Governor William C. Sproul has ve> 
toed the bill providing a method of 
getting 
rid 
of mosquito breeding 
place* on the5 ground that it would 
make a radical innovation in the as­ 
sessment laws of the State. The mea­ 
sure was urged by health officials and 
was designed to enable spots found 
to favor propagation of the pests to 
be drained 
or treated, the counties, 
municipalities and interested property 
owners to be asserted for the cost. 
The Governor 
says that the divi­ 
sion of the assessment is not clear in 
some places and that instead of view­ 
ers being named 
as is usual 
benefits are assessed the Commission­ 
er of Health is to determine the bene­ 
fits. The Governor also objects to the 
fact that only after the Commissioner 
determines the amount is notice given 
to the property owners and then by 
advertisement in the newspapers. “I 
know of no 
instance of the 
assess­ 
ment of benefits upon property where 
notice if not first given of the proceed­ 
ings and an opportunity 
given tho 
owners to be heard before the assess­ 
ment is made. I doubt also the legal 
power of the Commissioner of Health 
to assess damages or benefits upon 
private property/' concludes the Gov­ 
ernor.
